Message from Terry Clinch, Chairman, Deddington Parish Council.

In this election, 16 parishioners have 
put their names forward for consideration and 14 will be elected.

You may vote for between 1 and 14, thus choosing just the people you think will 
best serve the Parish. Your response in completing the Parish Appraisal was terrific. May I ask that you please 
make the effort again on May 5th and so ensure we get the best possible PARISH COUNCIL to serve for the 
next four years. 

THE CANDIDATES - in their own words. 


KEN BOWEN - Resident for 19 years. Works in the High Street garage. Councillor for 4 years, including on 
Environmental Committee. Strongly committed to village, particularly the environment; instigated flower beds 
and hanging baskets. Against too much building and speeding. 

GABRIELLE (Gay) BREWER - Married and living in Philcote Street, where recently I] succeeded in 
obtaining improvements to the surface water drainage system. Have represented a local community protecting 
needs and rights regarding a major local development. Served on Community Centre/Youth Club Management 
Committee (chaired Advisory Council). I feel I could contribute to the Parish Council and to the villages of 
Deddington, Clifton and Hempton. 

BRYAN CLARKE - Deddington born and bred. Worked at Parker Knoll, Chipping Norton for 27 years. 
Regular member of Deddington football club for 30 years. Have represented the Council on the Windmill 
Committee. School Governor for the last 4 years. Have taken an active interest in sport for the younger 
members of the Parish, managing an under- elevens FC team for many years. 

TERRY CLINCH - Parish councillor for 4 years - Chairman for the last 12 months —— modern housing 
developments, speeding traffic, litter, dog fouling. For low cost housing, Holly Tree Club, self - financing 
Windmill Centre, traffic calming, bus tokens for the elderly, village toilets, extension of castle grounds should 
land become available, encourage full use of the many facilities within the Parish, minimum precept. 

RON COLLEY - I have lived in Clifton for 11 years and would be pleased to represent Clifton on the PC. 
Have 3 children, two at Deddington school, one at the Warriner. Have worked on the Deddington School PTA 
for 3 years and am currently Chairman. Also have been involved in a number of charity fundraising events 
locally and nationally. 

BILL DRAKE - I stood because it seemed unlikely that there would be sufficient candidates to ensure an 
election. Parish Council powers are limited but I think that the decisions they make should be taken by people 
for whom we can all vote. I have no particular axe to grind or qualifications but hopefully a lively intelligence 
and an irreverent sense of humour. 

JOAN FISHER - My family have lived and farmed in the village since the 1890s. I would like to see the 
village prosper as a rural community and not descend into an urban nonentity. 

A.F.F.(JIM) FLUX. Has owned a house in Deddington for 22 years, retired early 5 years ago from 
International Management. Has led the Parish Appraisal group which recently submitted its report. Keen to 
follow up on the results. Parish Church member, Bellringer, a Governor of Deddington School. Helped restart 
the Deddington Players, who organise village pantomimes and other events. Involved with Voluntary work. 
BETTY HILL - I have lived in Deddington 29 years. I am an architect (retired), potter and gardener. The last 4 
years as Parish Councillor have been both rewarding and frustrating. Ever the optimist, my hope is that in the 
next 4 years Parish Councils will have more influence on issues affecting their Parishes. 

BARBARA LEE - lived in Deddington for t0 years, School governor, and Church Councillor for the last year. 
Meals on Wheels volunteer for many years. As your Parish Councillor my interests are: local planning, 
environment, traffic, and rights of way. Money has been spent to good effect over the last few years; now I 
believe the Council must concentrate on good management. 

NIGEL ROBERT ODDY - Deddington resident 23 years, Director of Catalina marketing (UK) Ltd. He and 
Sue have owned and run the Kings Arms for three years. Parish Councillor 4 years, two as Vice-Chairman, one 
as Chairman. Strong supporter of: low cost housing, Deddington as a working-place (light industrial 
development), careful housing development (in-filling destroys village character), well-managed recreational 
facilities for everyone.

LUCY PARKER - Hom of Plenty - as a resident and working in Deddington, | would support the prevention 
of further housing developments to preserve the village and protect the community spirit. However, with the 
community in mind, low cost housing would be a valuable asset. We are fortunate in having good recreational 
facilities that must be well maintained and developed. 


MARK ROWLAND - Settled in Deddington 3 years ago, married with 3 young children. Junior partner for an 
independent financial advisory practice based in Kidlington. Have taken part in a number of social activities. 
Feel the Parish Council is an important part of the village community life and it is good to have fresh ideas 
introduced for the benefit of the whole Parish. 


JOSEPHINE STEVENS - The Sycamores, Hempton Road, Tel 38305 - I have served on the Parish Council 
for 5'4 years and have endeavoured to act responsibly on Parish affairs, making myself available at all times. 
Having been born in Deddington I am well acquainted with the Parish and shall if re-elected continue to 
support the needs of the Parish. 


PAT SWASH - has lived with her husband and two grown-up children in Deddington since 1982. During the 
last 8 years in which she has served on the Parish Council her particular responsibilities have included Best 
Kept Village and anti-litter campaigns, transport and planning. To most villagers she is known as an assistant at 
the Post Office in Deddington. 


GEOFF TODD - Resident 10 years. Currently Vice-Chairman of PC. Former senior police officer, now 
employed by Cherwell District Council. Executive Committee member of the County Associations of Local 
Councils and Young People. Charity fund raiser. As a member of the Parish Appraisal Team I feel it is essential 
the incoming PC recognises the appraisal’s findings concerning environment, deye¢lopment and the use of assets. 


THE HORTON SCANNER APPEAL - The Horton is trying to raise £500,000 to buy and 
maintain its own body scanner (at present residents of this area have access to a 
visiting mobile scanner once a week). The scanner would be of vital use in the 
accident and emergency department, as well as enabling early diagnosis of many 
diseases. So far £271,000 has been raised. Opportunities to support the fund 
include Banbury Fun Day in Spiceball Park on 19th June, the Hospital féte on 9th 
July, and street collections on 10th September.

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At the south end of the village 
there is quite a good footpath 
on the left hand side of the 
Oxford Road. It is about a 
quarter-mile long, but in late 


i) 
summer protruding branches can force you out on to the busy and dangerous road. 
You then have a rather less easy passage along the grass verge for about the same 
distance. In the growing season the grass and nettles here can be too dense to 
‘get through. This takes you to the summit of the hill which provides a good view 
either way to enable you to cross to the first opening on the right hand side of 
the road, the steepish and rather muddy entrance to Plumdon Lane. . 

Great caution is needed in crossing the main road. Plumdon Lane must be 
about a mile long and, except in the wettest weather, is wide enough to negotiate 
without much trouble. The first section has a high hedge on the right through 
which there are occasional glimpses of the village across undulating fields. The 
next section has low hedges on either side, at the end of which one begins to enjoy 
some beautiful views to the South. This continues as one skirts open fields and 
approaches Tomwell Farm. It was along here that Ken Hart reported seeing a number 
of deer last August. You may be greeted by a friendly black dog that thoroughly 
enjoys retrieving a stone or two. He will politely say farewell to you at the 
sudden sharp turn to the right on to the roadway ~ just over half a mile in length 
~ that delivers you to the Hempton Road. You are unlikely to be troubled by any 
traffic, but the going can be uncomfortable if the wind is from the North. 

‘The fine new Hempton footpath will of course bring you back to Deddington. 
The distance of the walk is a little over three miles. I should allow about an 
hour and a quarter,

After the ceremony, the Lord Lieutenant unveiled the Town Hal] replica Coat of Ams, 
which had been donated by William Bidgood and Christopher & Ann Watts, and painted by 
Alan Gibbs. Then came the official buffet lunch at the Holcombe Hotel, courtesy of 
Caro] and Chedly Mahfoudh. 

Pudd'n'’Pie Fair was great fun, in spite of the biting wind, with stalls and 
activities all around Deddington Market Place and as far afield as the Library. Jim- 
Flux and Ken Bowen personally thank everyone who took part - and I think we all owe 
special thanks to Ken for his work on the Fair and Jim for his 100% involvement in so 
many directions.

The meeting was called so that representatives from the County & District Councils 
could put their respective cases. PC would then formulate its submission to the Local 
Government Commission for England, which has been set up‘by Parliament to look at 
County and District councils. The Commission's task is to see whether some changes 
might be necessary and consider how many councils there should be in an area. 

The County Council representative, Terry Scott, said that althcugh “no change’ is 
an option, OCC had studied the reality of communities in Oxfordshire; the scale, 
quality and costs of the servicés required; the costs of the different options for 
change; the ease of carrying them out and how long the payback periods would be. 
Their conclusion was that there should be a single, central, strategic authority for 
the whole of Oxfordshire, combined with local self-government. The central authority 
would be big enough to deal as an equal with other organisations and cost less to run 
than smaller councils. Central strategic services would include highway maintenance, 
fire and rescue, land use, transport planning, trading standards, waste management, 
economic development and policing. Local democracy and local communities would be 
strengthened, with more decisions being taken at town and parish level. The costs of 
these changes could be recouped in a single year, and they would be relatively easy 
to da. /continued... 
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PARISH COUNCIL... 


Grahame Handley, Chief Executive of Cherwell District Council, argued the case for a 
structure based on four new Unitary Councils covering the existing Oxford City area, 
the existing Cherwell District, the existing South Oxfordshire District, and Vale/West 
~-a combined area covering the Districts of West Oxfordshire and the Vale of the White 
Horse. The Councils of the present five Districts agree with this proposal, which is 
based on well-recognised and natural divisions of the county and would balance costs 
and efficiency with local identity. Quality of services would improve, with fewer 
running costs. The cost of making these changeswould be recovered within four or five 
years, which was also the true figure for the County Council proposal. 

In discussion, it was clear that both representatives believed that their proposed 
schemes would offer more and cost less. The key questions were - is change needed at 
all? and if so, exactly how will the parish of Deddington benefit? No definitive 
answers emerged. Parish Councillors present at the meeting have unanimously agreed 
to align themselves with the proposals for four new Unitary Councils. 

The Commission is expected to publish its own draft proposals for Oxfordshire in May 
or June. The closing date for comments is likely to be July, and final proposals 
should be published at the end of September. Any changes will have to be approved by 
Government and Parliament before they can be acted on.

Jim Flux, Chairman of the Appraisal Group, presented the main findings and 
recommendations to the Parish Council.

In addition to the responses to the actual questions, there were 
some 55 typed pages of comments. This level of response demonstrates a solid core of 
concern for the environment, status and future of our community, and is more than 
adequate to counterbalance the apathy of a minority. The questionnaire encouraged 
people to think more closely on current problems and to speculate on their needs for 
the future. In particular, through its confidentiality, it enabled the reticent 
majority to air their opinions and desires.

Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for the month of May 1844: 


lst MAY ~ Another most beautiful and interesting day. This morning the re- 
consecration of Bodicote Chapel took place when the Warden of New College preached 
in the morning and I myself in the evening to crowded congregations - the morning 
one consisting of the neighbouring Gentry and Clergy for several miles around, as 
well as many most respectable families from Banbury and some from this place and 
Adderbury ~- the other in the evening consisted of the bulk of the poor of the 
Parish, as well as 6 or 7 of the neighbouring Clergy and many respectable 
individuals from Banbury and Adderbury. The collection in the Church amounted to 
£ 140 - after the service was over the plates at the altar were increased by the 
additional sum of £ 68 more or less. In the evening the collection amounted to 

£ 17-10-0., which was reckoned a good one considering the rank in life of by far 
the largest part of the congregation. All things passed off remarkably well, and 
we had much to be thankful for to a kind providence. 

2nd MAY - Went to Hook Norton and lionised the Church, which is a most noble and 
interesting structure but in a miserable state of dilapidation, barring the Tower 
which is one of the best specimens of a Gothic Tower in the neighbourhood - I did 
nothing but look at it with delight. 

7th MAY - The Teetotallers had their annual muster, went to the Independent Chapel 
to hear a sermon - there were not many in number. 

9th MAY - The Wesleyans held their annual Missionary Meeting, Mr. Faulkener in the 
Chair. Wrote to young P.Walsh, the Solicitor at Oxford, my sentiments about the 
projected line of Railway from Oxford to Rugby by the Great Western Company. 

16 MAY ~ I drove down to Adderbury to find poor Mrs. Cotton dangerously ill, Mr. 
Griffin the surgeon said that 24 hours more would decide the issue ... 

17th MAY - A second deputation from the Great Western Railway Company waited on me 
respecting their intended line from Oxford to Rugby - to which I am inclined in 
preference to the Birmingham line. 

20th MAY - Susan, I and Robert went to Priors Marston to stay with Miss Bradshaw 
and found her as well as we could expect her to be at her time of life, in short 
with no ailments beyond old age and its attendant debility of body and mind. 

21st MAY - Called on my way home at poor dear Mrs. Cotton's, whom I was grieved to 
find was no better but if anything in a sinking state... 

23rd MAY - Drove. to Adderbury and found Mrs. Cotton poor dear soul wishing to see 
me and weaker than she was yesterday. I took a long and a last farewell of her - 
she was sensible, peaceful, resigned and happy. (In fact Mrs. Cotton lived for 
another two months. She was the widow of Rev. Cotton Risley's Uncle who had been 
Vicar of Adderbury and to whom the family was very close.)
